Verfſince the 18th, we have been 
buſted 1n Jaying a Gallery 0- 

ver the Ditch, which we have not 
as yet been able to-accompliſh, the 
| great reliſtance of the Beſteged 
mightily retarding ſo great and ad- 
vantagious a piece of Work. The 
'Zoth Inſtant early in the Morning, 
they made a Salley, and with ſuch 
fury Attack'd the Pioneers and 
Souldiers, that they drove them 
from their Works, and tumbled 
down what they had alread y done. 
The 12th they Sallied out again, 
with the ſame Succeſs as before, 
which makes us almoſt doubt the 
Succeſs of that piece of Work. The 
I5th in the Morning we (prung a 
Mine under a Ravelin near the 
Holy- 
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Holy-Ghoſt Gate, which was fol- 
lowed with an Attzc, and in (hort 
time we made our ſclves Maſters 
of the ſaid Ravelin ; in this-Action 
we loſt but ſeven Men, and the 
Beſieged (as the Priſoners who 


ſcapd the Powder and Sword af- 


firm) loſt near thirty, beſides one 
or two Principal Officers : The 
bad weather is a great hindrance 
to the Beſtegers, yet they hope in a 
ſhort time to end this troubleſome 
Siegez The Zunenburehs advance 
daily for all the incommodity of 
the weather.

The 
next morning early, His Electoral 


Highneſs cauſed a great Mine. (in 


which was Thirty Barrels of Pow- 
der) to be fprung, which did not 
all the Execution defired or expect- 
ed, the greateſt part of the Earth 


falling backward ; yet it made a 


ſmall breach inthe Town Wall, near 
the former, over againſt which 
the Befieged had made ſeveral Re- 
trenchments within, and rarfed a 
Battery, which wholly hindred 
our following the Mine with an At- 
tack. However we are preparing 
another Mine to make the ſaid 


Breach larger, in order to an Al- 
ſault 
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fault. We are told by Deſerters 
that came out of the Town, That 
of the Garriſon there remains not 
Four hundred Men that can do any 
ſervice; beſide which, the Befieged 
begin to want Powder, which as 
well as other Conſiderations, it's 
believed will oblige them to a Ca- 
pitulation : and the more, becauſe 
the Burghers begin to miſtruſt the 
Souldiers of the Garriſon ; they 
having ſeveral times declared it 
was time to think of a Surrender : 
which theBurghers conſidering,and 
deſparing of relief, have at length 
conſented to. . And the twenti- 
eth in the Afternoon, ſent a Letter 
to Major General Endten , ſigned 
by the Magiſtrates and Principal 
of the Burghers, to this efteR.
